Selectmen 


The vouchers drawn by the Selectmen during the period 
February 1, 1937 to August 1, 1938, were examined with the sup- 
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porting invoices and payrolls and checked against the entries in 
the receipts and payments book. 


Town Treasurer 


The receipts of the Town Treasurer were checked by the source 
insofar as it was possible to do so. 


The Treasurer’s cash book balance on August 30 of $1,062.62 
reconciled with the bank balance. (Schedule A) 


Town Clerk 


The amount of 1938 auto permits and dog licenses issued up 
to the date of audit was ascertained and compared with the re- 
mittances to the Treasurer by the Town Clerk. It was found that 
the total remittances to the Treasurer plus a small amount of 
cash on hand was sufficient in amount to cover the auto permits 
and the dog licenses issued. 


Tax Collector 


The accounts of Tax Collector Albert W. Phelps for the levies 
of 1936 and 1937 were examined. There appeared to be an excess 
credit in the Collector’s account in these two years amounting to 
$23.05. 

An examination of the tax sale account of previous years dis- 
closed the fact that there were a few cases where the redemption 
period had expired and such property should be deeded to the 
town. 


Road Agent 


The accounts of Road Agent Rogers for the current year up 
to August 6th were examined. The total amount of town orders 
paid to the Road Agent was compared with the total amount of 
payrolls drawn. A balance of $10.52 was found in the Road agent’s 
account. (Schedule D.) 


Finances 


A study of Schedules E, F and G which show the compara- 
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tive appropriations and expenditures in the years 1935, 1936 and 
1937 disclosed the fact that in each of these years there was a net 
overdraft of appropriations amounting to $1,298.11, $650.95 and 
$841.92, or a total net overdraft of appropriations for the three 
years of approximately $2,800. 

Schedule H, showing the indebtedness of the town for the 
years 1934-1937, indicates that on January 31, 1935, there was 
a current surplus of $1,031.83 as compared to a deficit of $1,681.62, 
on January 31, 1938. 


It will be furthermore noted that on January 31, 1935, there 
were long-term notes outstanding of $4,000.00 and temporary loans 
of $1,000.00. On January 31, 1938, there were long term notes of 
$1,000.90 and temporary loans of $4,000.00. Thus, it will be seen, 
that in spite of the fact that an appropriation of $1,000.00 was 
made in each of these years to pay on the principal of indebtedness 
no actual reduction was made as the increase in temporary loans 
outstanding offset the decrease in long term notes. 


‘A. closer check should be made in the future between appro- 
priations and expenditures in order that overdrafts such as have 
occurred in the past may not be repeated. It is necessary that this 
be done if the financial condition of the town is to remain upon 
a substantial basis. 


Recommendations. 


The examination of the Selectmen’s vouchers disclosed the 
fact that in some cases the supporting invoices were missing. This 
may have been due to the fact that the original bills were sent 
back to the vendor to be receipted and not returned to the town. 
Inasmuch as the town bills are paid by Treasurer’s checks and 
the cancelled checks are proper receipts it is not necessary to have 
the original bills receipted. Such original bill therefore, should be 
kept and attached to the vouchers. 


The Road Agent is not bonded. The furnishing of a bond 
by the Road Agent is required by the New Hampshire Public Laws, 
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Chapter 80, Section 11. It becomes particularly important to 
have a Road Agent bonded where the procedure is for him to make 
payments for labor and materials, as in the case in Marlow.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT 


Miss Marion Bassett was elected to fill the vacancy in the 
primary room. Miss Bassett graduated from Keene Normal School 
in 1930 and has attended Summer School at Plymouth. Before 
coming to Marlow she taught very successfully at East West- 
moreland. 


Because of the illness of her father, Miss Bassett resigned 
during the Christmas vacation. Miss Jane Jeffery, a graduate 
of Keene Normal School was elected to succeed her. 


Miss Marion Truell was employed to teach the four upper 
grades. Miss Truell is a graduate of the three year junior high 
curriculum at Keene Normal School. 


Several changes have been made in the general testing pro- 
gram as a result of suggestions proposed by the teachers. The 
revised program should more fully meet our needs as a basis for 
remedial instruction designed to correct deficiencies in the funda- 
mental processes. 


The Union School District of Keene has issued notification 
of a graduated advancement in the high school tuition rate as 
follows: 1939-40-$80.00, 1940-41-$90.00, 1941-42-and thereafter- 
$100.00. It should be generally understood by the citizens that 
the school board may not pay for high school tuition an amount 
in excess of the average cost of instruction unless a contract for 
this amount is authorized at the district meeting. It should also 
be understood that failure of the district to authorize a contract 
will mean that the parents of the pupils attending Keene High 
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School will be compelled to pay the difference between the aver- 
age cost of instruction and the tuition rate as established. 


The organization and program of our schools have under- 
gone many changes. We have come to realize more and more 
that the educational program must be a flexible living thing which 
grows, expands, or changes to meet the needs of the changes 
in our social and economic life. One of the most significant trends 
has been the shifting of emphasis from subject matter to child 
development. It is now generally believed that the value of con- 
tent in all courses should be measurd in terms of its value in the 
hfe of the growing child. As a result of a study of the real needs 
of life, much new material has been added to the program while 
much that has become obsolete has been eliminated. 


A reading program has developed which more nearly meets 
the needs of children according to their varying levels of ability. 
The newer teaching methods in reading recognize the importance 
of guiding the growth of children in accordance with their degree 
of readiness and background rather than emphasizing unified 
performance in the acquisition of specific knowledge. It is now 
possible for the teacher to ascertain which of her pupils are ready 
to read and which ones are not. The application of simple tests 
may lead the teacher to discover difficulties or defects which 
must be overcome before much progress in reading can be made. 
Books for the primary reading classes as now composed and illus- 
trated appeal to the interest of the children and the simple 
thoughts expressed may be interpreted in terms of their own 
experience. 


In arithmetic also there is a tendency to emphasize opera- 
tions that have value in the experiences of real life. Consequently, 
many impractical problems and exercises have been replaced by 
extended practice in more useful and practical material. 

The words used in the spelling lesson have been selected as 
a result of investigations which have been conducted to determine 
their proper grade placement. A correlation has been established 
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between the words used in spelling and those included in the 
reading vocabulary. 


The aim in history as taught in the lower grades is to build 
up background through the child’s natural interest in people and 
simple social customs. It is now accepted practice in the upper 
grades to emphasize the cultural contributions of each civilization 
rather than the strictly chronological treatment of wars and 
dynasties. 

The change in attitude regarding discipline indicates, I be- 
lieve, one of the most wholesome trends in modern education. The 
movement has been in the directon of humanty and common sense 
and is an important indication of the greater respect for the 
personality of the child.
